One 
of the first orders was to “clean 
up Ethiopian geography.” By this, 
he explained, he intended that no 
nook of Ethiopia should be left un- 
explored. 

Premier Mussolini's son-in-law, 
Count Galeazzo Ciano, led his “des- 
perate” aerial squadron to a safe 
landing last night in Addis Ababa 
and began his duties today as Min- 
ister of Press and Propaganda in 
that territory. 

One of his first actions was to 
help Viceroy Badoglio issue a proc- 
lamation declaring King Victor 
Emmanuel “the one and only” Em- 
peror throughout the realm of the 
fugitive Haile Selassie. The proc- 
lamation will be delivered by planes 
and by native runners to all sec- 
tions of the country. 

Question of Coronation. 

One Fascist official said any 
formal statement now on the cor- 
onation of the Italian King as 
Ethiopian Emperor would be pre- 
mature, but he disclosed that Gov- 
ernment. officials were studying 
the question. He said the corona- 
tion might be held in Aksum, holy 
city of Ethiopia, with the chief 
precedent being studied that 
of Queen Victoria of England who 
became Empress of India.

APPEAL TO SUPREME COURT 
ON INTERSTATE THEFT LAW 


Attorneys for Three Convicted in 
St. Louis Question Whether Act 
Applies to Private Autos. 

WASHINGTON, May 12. — The 
Supreme Court was.-asked today to 
pass upon one of the laws enacted 
by Congress to aid Government 
agents in their fight against crim- 
inal gangs which operate inter- 
state. 

Three East St. Louis men, Har- 
ry Marifian, John Kolar and John 
A. Fink, convicted at St. Louis of 
unlawful possession of § several 
thousand dollars’ worth of cigars, 
appealed from two-year prison 
terms imposed last May under the 
act as amended in 1933. 

Convicted on testimony by an 
agent for the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, the three men asked 
the high tribunal to allow a review 
to determine the limits of the Fed- 
eral criminal law. 

The law first protected only in- 
terstate shipments in a freight car,

tribute all its earnings, the stock- 
holders would pay. 

“To be realistic,” Haas said, “the

“If it is a just and fair system,” 
Senator Barkley (Dem.), Kentucky, 
replied. “the fact that it may re- 
lieve a big corporation is of no con- 
sequence.” 


Wallace Testifies. 


Simultaneously, the Finance Com- 
mittee unexpectedly reopened pub- 
lic hearings to hear Secretary Wal- 
lace strongly urge enactment of the 
proposed 80 per cent windfall tax on 
refunded processing taxes. 

Wallace also urged the commit- 
tee to put in the bill the processing 
taxes which President Roosevelt 
recommended, but which were left 
out of the House bill. 

He contended the “windfall tax” 
was just because “with rare excep- 
tions the processors did not absorb 
the processing taxes, but passed 
them on to consumers or back to 
the producers, and that hence the 
approximately $320,000,000 of im- 
pounded and otherwise uncollected 
taxes, lost by the Goyernment as a 
result of the Supreme Court’s deci- 
sion, represent an unjust enrich- 
ment or outright gift which should 
be recovered by the Treasury.” 

Wallace urged erfactment of new 
processing taxes “on the ground 
that agriculture has a profound in- 
terest in the maintenance of the 
Federal Government’s revenues 
and in the production of a part of 
such revenue from sources having 
some relationship to agriculture,” 


For Retention of $963,229,981. 

A third recommendation was 
enactment of a provision to insure 
retention of the $963,229,981 collect- 
ed in processing taxes under the 
AAA, wherever the burden of the 
taxes had been passed on to pro 
ducers or consumers. 

“Where the taxpayer did not sus- 
tain the economic burden of the 
tax, he should not recover the taxes 
paid,” Wallace told the committee. 

Discussing the windfall tax, he 
said: 

“Processors’ margins, during the 
period the processing taxes were 
in effect, were widened in practi- 
cally all cases to include the tax. 
This means that the tax was passed 
_on to the consumers or back to the 
/producers and was reflected in 
market prices up to Jan. 16. 

“The processors therefore are ab- 
solutely not entitled to keep for 
themselves tax revenues which have 
already been paid to them by con- 
sumers and producers. To allow 
the processors to retain this rev- 
enue would be in the nature of a 
| sheer gift which, for example, for 
' the cotton ,wheat, and hog proces- 
sing industries would amount to 
several times their annual net prof- 
its of prosperity years. 


Answers Large Packers. 


“T am aware that the large meat 
packers have recently been agitat- 
ing the ‘windfall’ tax provisions on 
the ground that these provisions 
for a tax of 80 per cent on unjust 
enrichment from this source would 
be unfair to small packers. 

“T wish to point out that the lion’s 
share of the tax gift will go, not to 
the small packers, but to the big 
packers, if they should succeed in 
defeating the ‘windfall’ tax provi- 
sions. Ten large packers alone 
were enriched by about 50 million 
dollars of unpaid taxes, or half the 
total unpaid hog taxes. 

“This sum is probably four times 
these packers’ 1935 earnings from 
hog operations. The processors’ 
margin on hogs was widened to in- 
‘clude the tax by large and small 
processors alike. This is much dif- 
| ferent than saying that there were 
'no small packers who lost money. 
Some of them did. 


| “Small packers were bound to 
‘have difficulty following the sharp 
|reduction in hog supplies caused by 
_drouth. They are. always hard 
| pressed by larger competitors. :n 
periods of falling hog supplies and 
‘rising hog prices. The fact of size, 
however, would not seem to justify 
‘the application of a different princi- 
ple in the matter of unjust enrica- 
ment. 
| Gives Slaughter Figures. 
| “That the real interest of the few 
big packers in their opposition to 
'the ‘windfall’ tax is not the small 
packer, but the enormous unearned 
| enrichment to themselves is further 
‘revealed by the volume of hogs 
‘slaughtered by them and by the 
‘small packers. During the fiscal 
year 1935, there were 16,627 hog 
| processors. Four large packers 
| slaughtered 40 per cent of all hogs, 
(10 additional packers slaughtered 
24 per cent of the total, and 32 addi- 
|tiomal packers slaughtered 17 per 
_cent of the total. 
| “These 46 packers slaughtered 8&1 
per cent of all the taxable hogs 
| slaughtered in 1934-1935. The total 
tax liability on hogs slaughtered in 
ithat year was $174,000,000. Of this 
amount, the four largest packers 
owed the Treasury $69,000,000; the 
next 10 largest packers, $36,000,000, 
and the next 32 largest packers $30.- 
000,000. 

“These 46 large firms incurred a 
_tax liability of $135,000,000 out of a 


prices at which these products sell. 

“In addition, since the proposed 
rates are, with the exception men- 
tioned, far below the level of the 
rates previously in effect under the 
Agricultural Adjustment Act, it is 
not believed that collection of these 
taxes would cause any appreciable 
hardship or burden.” 

He added that the tax on cigar- 
ettes would be about one-half of the 
old rate; on wheat, rye, rice, pea- 
nuts, cotton and tobacco products 
other than cigarettes it would be 
from one-third to one-fourth of the | 
old rates; on corn about the same | 
as the old; on hogs, about one-| 
eighth of the old. 

To protect the nearly one billion 
dollars collected in processing | 
taxes, Wallace recommended clar- 
ifying the procedure for a proces- 
sor to prove that he should receive | 
a refund. Wallace agreed process- 
ing taxes were in principle the 
Same as sales taxes, but said Con- 
gress might find it necessary to use 
types of taxation that were “not 
ideal” in order to get the money 
needed. “Sales taxes as large as un- 
der the AAA were justified even 
though they violated the principles 
of economists,” Wallace said. 
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The Finance Committee adopted 
a formal resolution by Senator Byrd 
(Dem.) Virginia, calling upon Sec- 
retary Morgenthau to furnish the 
names of all corporations that had 
a million dollars income in 1935 
and based upon actual distributions 
in that year would receive a reduc- 
tion in taxes under the pending bill.

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DVORCE SUT FLED 
AGANST RUDY VALLE 


Charges His Temper 
‘“‘Shattered Her Peace 
of Mind.” 


Wife 


By the Associated Press. 

LOS ANGELES, May 12.—Fay 
Webb Vallee sued her estranged 
husband, Rudy Vallee, for divorce 
yesterday, charging her health was 
impaired and her peace of mind 
shattered because of the orchestra 
leader's “ungovernable temper,” 
aloofness and the kind of life he in- 
sisted she lead. 

Mrs. Vallee, daughter of the Santa 
Monica Police Chief, earlier had ob- 
tained a “satisfactory and amica- 
ble” adjustment of their financial 
affairs. Her attorney said Vallee 
would not contest the divorce. 

The Vallees’ difficulties reached 
a high point soon after their sepa- 
ration in April, 1933, when Mrs. 
Vallee sought to have voided an 
agreement under which she_ re- 
ceived $100 a week. Against tes- 
timony that Vallee misrepresented 
his financial condition when his 
wife signed the agreement, his 
counsel at that time sought to show 
that she was indiscreet with Gary 
Leon, adagio dancer. 

The divorce suit made no men- 
tion of any other woman. In a 
separate maintenance action later 
dropped, Mrs. Vallee had charged 
her husband with misconduct. 

Mrs. Vallee’s attorney said those 
difficulties had been forgotten and 
the divorce was wholly friendly. 

The new agreement provided 
“certain sums” for Mrs. Vallee, her 
counsel said, in addition to the $100 
a week, which will continue to be 
paid her until, if ever, she remar- 
ries. 

Mrs. Vallee’s complaint recited a 
series of incidents to show his 
“great emotional outbursts” and 
roving theatrical life had impaired 
her health, destroyed her peace of 


mind and made her lose weight. 

She complained Vallee criticised 
and derided her and engaged in 
“acrimonious discussions over triv- 
ial matters.” 

When her parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Clarence Webb, visited them at 
Vallee’s summer home in Maine, 
the crooner was “sullen and mo- 
rose,” and aloof and indifferent to- 
ward his wife, the complaint said. 

Almost coincidental with the fil- 
ing of the complaint here, Mrs. Val- 
lee dropped an appeal in New York 
from a court decision dismissing 
her suit to invalidate the main- 
tenance agreement of 1933.

BIGGER SHARE OF TAXES 


St. Louis Budget Director Ad- 
dresses Missouri Municipal 
Association at Columbia. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
COLUMBIA, Mo., May 12. — 
Budget Director Arthur C. Meyers 
of St..Louis, at a meeting of the 
Missouri Municipal Association 
here today, recommended to city 
officials that they undertake to ob- 
tain a larger share of the taxes 
collected in their communities by 


the State. 

In the long run, he said, the only 
financial hope of the cities lies in 
extension of the principle’ that 
taxes should be collected by the 
Government best able to collect 
them and the taxes redistributed 
to the loca] units of government. 

At least 50 per cent of the gas- 
oline and automobile license tax 
revenue obtained by the State, 
Meyers said, should be refunded to 
the communities in which those 
taxes are collected. 

Liquor Law Revision. 

The State liquor laws should be 
revised, he added, tp permit the 
cities which have to provide the 
police forces to enforce the laws 
to obtain a larger share of the rev- 
enue. The old dramshop tax, be- 
fore prohibition, produced $1,500,- 
000 a year in revenue for St. Louis, 
Meyers said, but under existing 
State law limiting liquor’ taxes 
which municipalities may levy, the 


liquor tax yields only about $500,-| 


000 a year. 

Cities should get at least half 
of the sales tax and income tax 
Payments made to the State, Meyers 
said, and should share:in the in- 
heritance taxes collected from the 
estates of their citizens. 

The tax-sharing plan which 
Meyers offered as a long range 
program for helping cities to solve 
their financial difficulties must be 
supplemented, he said, by miscel- 
laneous measures which can be 
made effective immediately, such 
as business licenses and fees and 
charges for special services now 
supported by tax funds. 

’ Service Charges. 

Service charges have the advan- 
tage of being direct assessments 
against the persons benefitted and 
the amount charged should be in 
proportion to the service rendered, 
he said. Among the services for 
which direct charges now are be- 
ing made in certain parts. of the 
country, Meyers said, were street 
lighting, garbage disposal, sewer 
facilities, curb parking and toll 
charges for the use of bridges. 

The financial problems of munic- 
ipalities are serious today, Meyers 
said, because they are called on to 
render most of the services which 
government offers to citizens, but 
are limited in ‘their powers to raise 
money to support those services. 

The general property tax, now 
the main reliance of municipalities 
for revenue, must remain so for a 
long time. to come, Meyers said, 
and the first step in improving the 
financial situation of municipalities 
should be to improve the collection 
of that tax. 


If St. Louis could collect half of 
the delinquent property taxes now 
owed, he said, the city would have 
a large surplus instead of a deficit.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 12,— 
The State Highway Commission ap- 
proved today a contract whereby 
the State will take over about seven 
miles of concrete highway connect- 
‘ed with the Lewis and Clark 
ridges near St. Louis, as the first 
step if a plan under consideration 
hy the County Court of St. Charles 
Lewvity to buy the bridges and the 
~ roads from the Lewis & Clark 


Bridge Co. of Alton, ll., for $2,- 
750,000. 

The bridges and road are links in 
State Highways Nos. 99 and 140. 

Purchase of this property would 
he made by the county with rev- 
enue bonds issued by the County 
Court, or administrative body, in- 
terest and principal of which would 
he borne solely by tolls on the 
bridges, under a law passed by the 
1933 special session of the Legisla- 
ture. Upon retirement of the bonds 
in 20 years the tolls would be abol- 
ished and title to the bridges given 
the State by the county. 

State Highway Department offi- 
cials were of the opinion that action 
hy the County Court to carry out 
the purchase depended largely on 
acceptance of the road contract by 
the commission. Negotiations for 
the purchase have been between 
the county and the company and 
have not been made public hereto- 
fore. Unless the whole deal should 
go through, the highway would not 
be acquired by the State. 

State to Pay $175,000. 

Pavment by the State for’ the 
road would be $175.000, at $35,000 a 
year for five years, with no interest, 
but the State would take over the 
thoroughfare at once. The  con- 
tract with the county provided that 
the State would assume no obliga- 
tion for the bridges. The road con- 
sists of about five and one-half

The olden time contest will be staged in addition to the reg- 


ularly scheduled game between the Bees and the champion Chicago 
Cubs, teams representing the two cities which have been members 
of the National League throughout the entire 60 years of the leagues 


existence. 

The antique uniforms will help 
carry out in exact detail the recon- 
structed picture of 1876 baseball. 
The diamond of the Boston Na- 
tional League field will be marked 
according tothe specifications of 
the origina? National League rule 
book. The 1876 rules of play will 
be followed, with 10 men on a side, 
the umpire statoned on a chair 
half way to first base, and the 
gloveless catcher playing back 
against the grandstand most of the 
time. 

With the uniforms following the 
styles and spirit of 1876, the anni- 
versary game will thus portray 
faithfully to modern day fans just 
what a ball game looked like in the 
days when Cap Anson, Hoss Rad- 
bourne, Hugh (One-Arm) Daily and 
those other pioneer heroes of the 
diamond were in their primes. 

The 1876 uniforms are now under 


construction in the studios of A. G. 
Spalding & Bros. John Doyle and 
Ed Rainey of Spaldings designed 
them after exhaustive research 
work in baseball archives.

Exiled to Siberia by the Czarist 
Government for his revolutionary, 
activities in 1882, Prof. Bogoraz be- 
came recognized as the foremost 
authority on the primitive tribes of 
that frozen land. 

A sketch published by Asia mag~ 
azine when he attended the inter~ 
national conference.of Americanists 
in New York in 1928, says Prof. Bo- 
goraz began a study of the 20-odd 
tribes with two comrades, likewise 
exiled, the late L. G. Sternberg and 
Dr. Viadimir 1. Jochelson. 

In 1898 Bogoraz and Jochelson, 
while still in exile, were chosen as 
the Russian members of the Jessup 
North Pacific expedition by the 
American Museum of Natural His- 
tory, with which Bogoraz subse- 
quently closely identified. For two 
years, Prof. Bogoraz traveled 
among the maritime and reindeer 
Chukchee and became their close 
friend. He ate with them in their 
huts, heard their legends and rode 
their reindeer. 

His studies were published in his 
highly regarded monograph on the 
material culture, religion, social or- 
ganization and mythology of the 
Chukchee. Many of his collected 
tribal articles are in the American 
Museum. 

After the Bolshevik revolution, 
Prof. Bogoraz took the lead in seek- 
ing to improve the condition of the 
Northern tribes. He was responsi- 
ble for the establishment of North- 


ern College, in Leningrad, founded 
| for younger Siberians. As head of 
‘the department of ethnography of 
the University of Leningrad, he also 
sent his students into the polar re- 
gions to establish elementary 
schools.

The old-line politicians may have felt some aldiin 
Over the activities of Father Coughhin's National 
Union for Soéial Jiustiéé, but probably they are re- 
joicing today over the radio priest's expressed deter- 
mination to organize a third party: (He plan& to 
wreck both major parties as the fdiitidation for his 
néw one, he says.

10 AVOID VITUPERATIN 


Urges That Economic and So- 
cial Issues in Campaign 
Be Presented Fairly.

WASHINGTON, May 12.—Secre- 
tary of Commerce Roper appealed 
to business last night to avoid 
“vituperation” and to discourage 
“all efforts to create unjustifiable 
friction” during the coming Presi- 
dential campaign. 

In a radio speech which his office 
gaid had been approved by the 
‘White House, Roper renewed the 
plea he made recently before the 
Chamber of Commerce of the 


United States for business-govern- 
ment co-operation. 

His address followed a round of 
conferences President Roosevelt 
started last week with business 
leaders—among them Owen OD. 
Young, Bernard M. Baruch and 
Walter P. Chrysler, on _ possible 
means of stimulating the heavy 
goods industry and encouraging 
low-cost home building by private 
capital. 

Contending there were prospects 
of improved business between now 
and the November elections, Roper 
said: “The business man has a 
great stake in seeing that this is a 
campaign of education and not one 
of vituperation. It should be the 
endeavor of all to see that the 
economic and social issues involved 
are presented fairly and thoroughly 
to the American people. The issues 
demand this consideration and the 
public and business, which carries 
the economic load, are entitled to

Business and the Parties. 

“Nothing would be more detri- 
mental to the best interest of the 
country and of business than the 
adoption of the recommendation of 
some few people that all business 
should support one political party. 

“T believe that it is not in ac- 
cordance with the tested practices 
of our democratic system to have 
any one of our dominant economic 
groups concentrated in support of 
oné political party. A representa- 
tive cross-section of the major econ- 
omic groups in both parties gives 
strength to our political system. 

“Any other course would doubt- 
less lead to disruptive and destruc- 
tive segmentary and sectional ac- 
tion. It might eventually lead to 
the overthrow of our democratic 
form of government. 

“The stake of business in the 
coming campaign is to study its 
responsibilities, fully to assume 
them, relate them to the larger 
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luses, without soreness or irritation. 
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realm of the entire nation, and dis- 
charge them for the welfare of all 
the people.” 

Plea for Co-Operation. 

Appealing for co-operation be- 
tween business and government, 
Roper said: 

“It is not surprising that after a 
century of traditional experience in 
which business and government 
have not been called upon for any 
extensive co-operative action the 
depression emergency and its new 
demands would result in misunder- 
standing and misinterpretations. 

They are now. partners and good 
results require teamwork. Working 
together is certain to produce a 
facility for getting results, once a 
line of action has been definitely 
determined upon. 

“There are new encouraging evi- 
dences of constructive developments 
in this direction. ... Business should 
properly take the long-range view- 
point and not consider these essen- 
tial features as restrictive measures 
intended in any way to stultify com- 
petitive business functions. On the 
contrary, they assure the perpetuity 
of our American system.” 

Freedom and Criticism. 

Roper detailed New Deal efforts 
to meet depression problems and 
continued: “While free discussion 
and constructive criticism are es- 
sential to democratic procedures, 
this freedom to discuss and criti- 
cise imposes a corollary obligation 
and responsibility. People’s confi- 
dence is weakened when such criti- 
cism is unfounded and untruthful. 
If there is disagreement as to spe- 
cific policies and procedures, the 
criticism should be forthright and 
specific. 

“It is destructive to masquerade 
such objections behind the cloak of 
generalized attacks which charge 
|that un-American or un-democratic 
principles and objectives in any mo- 
tivate procedures in the operations 
of the national government... .If 
business men do countenance ef- 
forts of this nature, their leadership 
will suffer a severe loss of prestige 
| before the jury of informed public 
| opinion.’

AGAINST HIS PLANES IN SUIT 


dg. V. Martin Says One Was Fired 
by ‘Incendiary Darts’; Seeks 
$90,000,000 From 37 Firms. 
By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, May 12.—James V. 
Martin, inventor and manufacturer 
of airplanes, began suit in United 
States District Court today for 
$90,000,000 damages against 37 cor- 
porations, four co-partnerships and 
28 individuals, charging they had 
violated the ' Sherman anti-trust 
law. 

Martin alleged, among other 
things, that a bombing plane which 
he designed and built was destroyed 
“by incendiary darts.” Destruction 
of the machine was attriksted in 
his suit to a “corrupt plot” to which 
he alleged certain of the plaintiffs 
were parties. The machine, he al- 
leged, was destroyed “so thgt in- 
ferior, unsafe, inefficient, obsolete 
and unstable bombers of defend- 
ants’ manufacture should not suf- 
fer by unfavorable compariscn.” 

The plaintiff, once a naval offi- 
cer, sets forth that certain of the 
defendants entered into a “corrupt 
and collusive plan,” to thwart his 
flying his own planes. Further, he 
said, some of them procured his 
discharge as a Navy officer.

EANWHILE, the British Gov- 
M ernment has addressed a 

memorandum to the Ger- 
man Government, asking  fur- 
ther details about the program 
which Hitler grandiosely proposed 
some weeks ago for the reorganiza- 
tion of Europe and the stabilization 
of peace. It will be interesting to 
see what happens to the British 
questionnaire. A _ dispatch from 
Berlin indicated that the Germans 
were pleased by its conciliatory 
tone, that an answer will be made 
“in due course,” that the German 
position is “that no substantial ap- 
proach is possible until the after- 
math of the Ethiopian conquest is 
cleared away.” There is something 
ominous in this, in the light of 
what happened to the 1935 proposais 
from Germany. For, it must be re- 
membered, Hitler almost proposed 
peace measures last year which in- 
cluded an air pact and an Eastern 
pact. The course of the negotia- 
tions has recently been exposed in 
a British blue book, which traces 
diplomatic exchanges between Bri- 
tain, German and France, from 
June, 1934, to March, 1936. It is an 
amazing document. And it shows, 
that having fired a propaganda 
bomb into the air, the German Gov- 
ernment proceeded on a course 
whose whole result was to sabotage 
any definite agreement or even any 
eye-to-eye discussion. First, the 
Comintern conference in Moscow 
made negotiations inadvisable. 
Then the Italian-Ethiopian war 
made postponement necessary. 
Then the Franco-Soviet military al- 
liance did not allow the discussion 
of a European air pact. Then, 
again, the war in Africa led to the 
polite dismissal of Sir Eric Phipps’s 
renewed proposals for discussions. 
And in the end, Hitler sent his 
troops into the Rhineland, de- 
stroyed the Locarno Treaty, and 
offered again a brand new pro- 
gram: an air pact in the West, and 
non-aggression treaties in the East. 


Germany reckons on disruptive 
forces inside the countries which 
she hopes to bring into her sphere 
of influence. Well meaning liber- 
als, particularly in England, con- 
tinue to regard Germany as though 
she were not a revolutionary coun- 
try which has taken over from the 
Third International the very tactics 
which, coming from Russia, she so 
deplores. We may count on Ger- 
man propaganda to exploit to the 
fullest inside France and out, the 
victory of the Left there. Germany 
will appeal to nationalistic French 
youth to save France from Com- 
Munism.

New Methods Improve Anti- 
septic Conditions — Razors 
and Soap.

HEN I was in Egypt last 
W spring I came across a barber 

shop in a small village. The 
barber was at work on a customer. 
It was all out in the open, the cus- 
tomer seated in 
a chair in the 
street with a 
basin of water 
on the ground 
beside him. There 
was a pile of 
teeth in the win- 
dow of the shop, 
showing that the 
barber also was 
an “extractionist,” 
and I learned that 
he let blood and 
set broken bones 
occasionally. I 
was, in fact, in 
the presence of 
the primitive sur- 
geon. 

His razor was an old-fashioned 
horn handled, hollow gtound one, 
but he showed me what he said 
was a good razor, made of a hard 
white stone, which he could sharp- 
en to great fineness on a hone of 
similar material. On the walls of 
one of the tombs I saw the picture 
of a surgeon of 3000 B. C. using 
one of these stone razors as a sur- 
gical scalpel. 

Previous to the invention of raz- 
ors, the beautifying procedure was 
accomplished by pulling the hairs 
out. There is a story of an Arctic 
expedition whose members shaved 
by pouring water on their beards 
and breaking them off when frozen. 

It is a good deal easier now, and 
should be made a luxurious pastime. 
The hollow ground razor still is the 
best, because it is the hardest steel 
and you can give it the sharpest 
edge, but the trouble of taking care 
of it has driven most of us to the 
safety. 

Only secondarY in importance to 
a good razor for the comfort of 
shaving, is the soap. This, accord- 
ing to Jerome W. Ephraim in the
